Columbus, O., April SO^Tlwr* wka 
ft gtfMiml kaBdshftkiBi fliMttng in the 
bouse when the hotise pasgrd Into a 
law, the Hosea "etanUaid policy" in- 
ifurutce bill. Thoac prMtiit lit tbe 
ttectinf were the members of the in 
turance lobby, which has been eoer 
getlcally workisg for the pasMg* of 
tbe bill for several weekB. It passed 
'ftjr a majority of three. The vote was 
59 to 28. Although the friends of 
the measure are emphatic in their 
clalmt that the bill does not effect 
the valued policy act, there are those 
vbo insist ttiat tbe primary object of 
tiM law is to attack tbe principal of 
tkat act and it was opposed largely 
ilPMi those groimdfs. The bill upon 
tia lice, prescribes a form of policy to 
lis used by all companies who insure 
agalnot fire in this tsate. 

' Ooe of tbe provisions in the bill 
srhlcb waft most bitterly opposed is 
the repeal of the anti-co-insurance law. 
The present law requires that the in- 
.sured must bear a part of th(' insur- 
ance himself. The example used was 
l!hls. A merchant having a stock 
Vorth; 130,000, wants to insure for at 
least $20,000; one company agrees to 
risk half that amount, but only upon 
condition that some other company ^r 
companies assume the other half; the 
'trst policy Is issued, then it there is a 
total loss, the Insared has to stand his 
Rhare c f the loss on the $10,000 policy 
for which he has paid the premium. 
•< Another insurance measure of more 
tilan ordinary importance was enact- 
ed iato half a law by the house. This 
HU was introduced by Mr. Denman of 
Lacas county. It providf-s for the re- 
insurance of risks in any company, 
Whereas the tcesent law requires that 
reinsurance can be made only with 
ecmpanies authorized to do imsines.s 
in this state. The practical effect of 
this law is that reinsurance win be 
made in outside companies and the 
bars are»let down for the admission 
oif companies which before this could 
not do business in this state. 

The Archer police court bill was 
passed. This law provides for the ap- 
pointment of a police Justice in all 
titles and villages. The appointment 
Is made by a two-thirds vote of the 
councils and upon the recommenda- 
tion of the mayor. 

V The house passed the second gener- 
al approprisrtlen bill after making sev- 
eral amendments. Both the awropri- 
allon bills and the deilcleaey bill arc 
now in the senate. 

In tha tanate. 
The Burnham redistricting bill tak- 
ing Warren county from tbe Sixth and 
adding it to the Third congresi^ional 
district, and detaching Fairfield coun- 
ty from tha Twelfth aad'sdding it to 
the Bleveath district, came up in tbe 
senate Ibd was passed by a strict 
party vote without debate. 1 ht bill 
makes both the Third and Twelfth 
districts Republican, both now being 
in the doubtlul column, but makes no 
ether changea The action seems to 
■how that both Scuator Foraker and 
Senator Hannu are satisticd to have 
these two changes made. 

Senator Herrick o< Cleveland intro- 
duced a bill in the senate which is an- 
ticipatory of a decision by supreme 
court knocking out tbe charter law for 
that city, and which provides that io 
ease any such a decision is renderetl 
relating to any city, then the preeent 
officers shall continue to serve until 
the next spring election, in order that 
chaos would not follow, 'ine s-tnate 
finance committee reported back the 
Allen resolution proTlding for sine die 
hdloununent of the legislature on 
May 5, so amended as to provide for 
the Unal aujournment on May IL'. one 
week from next Monday, and In iui!j 
ttna it was adopted by a vote of 25 
yeas to 1 nay, Mr. Godfrey casting the 
lone negative vote. 

The second appropriation bill, mak- 
ing provision for the years I'JO'i and 
the first quarter of iyo4 was read tho 
int and- second time la loe .eeaate 
Wednesday morning and referred tu 
the finance committee.

STILL IN JAIL. 

Itullun Authorities Hefuse to KrleaM 
Amerloan .NhvhI Attaches. 
Rome. April 30.— The ofllcers of the 
United States cruiser Chicago, who 
were arrested at Venice, remain in 
prison there. An application for their 
discharge has been rejected. The 
Italian law does not allow the court 
to grant pardons in cases of assaultk 
on the police. Some of tbe newspa- 
pers mention the lynchings of Italians 
in the United States as sufflcient rea 
son for a refusal of royal clemency 
It is considered probable, howevtr 
that the prisoners will be released by 
order of the king June 1. the date oi 
the fete of the constitution.

Im- 
possible to explain all circumstancei' 
by cable. Will mall full report."

Crazed by the 
death of her 3-year-old child frtim 
scarlet fever on March 19, Mrs. Ade- 
line Sage, poured a can of kerosene 
oil over herself and Ignited it. Her 
agonized screams awakened her hu.s- 
band, who ran to her aid and tried to 
smother the flames with some bed- 
clothing. He realised in an Instant 
that nothing could save taper, <nd ran 
crying for help. Neighbors rushed 
in, but they could do nothing and 
when the nearest phylslclan arrived, 
the last bit of flames were dying out 
of the w^mans eksrred body.

OFFICER CONTINUES TESTIMONY. 



Tbe Witness Stated That the PreKeni-i 
of the United States In the Phil- 
Ipplaes Was a Beaefaetlon 
to the lahabltaata. 



Washington, April 80.— Major Gen- 
eral MacArthur gave farther testi- 
mony before the senate committee on 
Philippines. He explained his state 
ment that absolute chaos would result 
should independence be given the Fil- 
ipinos aind the United States forces 
be withdrawn by saying that the un 
aided efforts of tbe people of the Fh;l 
ippines to accomplish self-regenera- 
tion would In all probability prove 
abortive, they being less prepared for 
!=( If povernment and administration 
than any of the I..atin-American repub- 
lics at tbe time of their emancipation 
from Spain. The people of the Philip 
pines, he said, have rudiment ry Idi ~ 
and aspirations and are therefore in an 
essentially plastic condition whi( h i;n 
der Tutitionary control of the \'i.n> i 
States would, in bis opinion, admit c( 
a rapid molding of the body politic n. 
to consist self-supporting common- 
wealth. Even the best thinkers amor.p 
the Filiijin(js. hi- said, have nn c< i. 
ception whatever of the practical mt - 
chsnlcal efforts whereby the resul.s 
they are all anxious to attain can be 
successfully accomplished. American 
withdrawal from the island.s would, in 
his opinion, result in the permanent 
failure of republican Institutions in 
the east and a fratricidal war which 
would continue until suppressed by 
some exterior force. The broad gen- 
eralization, he said, is reached that 
the United States must retain the 
archipelago as a tutioaary annex, that 
we must plant our Institutions there, 
that we must conttnd for complete su 
premacy, perhaps combat for political 
supremacy to overcome the inherent 
difficulties of the situation, which will 
requfre tbe most profound efforts cf 
cc^nst r;u live sf alesmanship. 

He tave it as his cons( ientious be- 
lief that the presence of the United 
States in tbi PhiMpplnes is an unmii! 
gated benefaction to the Filipino peo- 
ple. 

"Do you mean the Filiiiino people 
that are left alive after they have bet n 
subjugated?" inquired Senator Patter 
son. 

General MacArthur declared that he 
did not mean that there iias been any 
unusual destruction (f life in the 
islands. "Tbe destruction, ' said he, 
"is simply Incident to war and of 
course embraces a very small per 
( entsge of the total population, which 
is dense." 

"Thirty-three and one-third per cei.t 
in one provlace," remarked Senati r 
Patterson. 

Replying .o this statement General 
MacArthur informed Senator Patter 
son that if 1 1> preferred to believe that 
he (.MacArthur) could not help it. 

"We have as much right to believe 
that from an American officer who is 
the civil governor and who is there 
in the prov'.jce as we have to believe 
you, leplied Senator Patterson, which 
brought tbe retort from General Mac- 
Arthur: "You can believe what yon 
Wish, and 1 will believe what I wish."

A deaf and dumb 
boy employed In the tj- tory laugti 
his hand In the eUvator and in his ef 
fort to make his mishap known ta 
rushed iato the midst of s group of 
girls excitedly waving his hand from 
which blood was dripping. Some per 
son cried "Fire," and immediately 
there was a rush for the stairway of 
the building. Tbe crush was so grea 
that many of the glr ls_ t urned back 
and rushed for the wfnllws. Before 
they could be restrained from Jump 
ing a score or more bad burled them 
selves to the street, several belnn 
crushed to death. Ambulances were 
quickly on tbe scene and the dead and 
injured were hurried to the hospitalc 
Sc^me of thc.5e taken to the hospital 
will die.
